Bill makes good points about powering AC relays with DC but let me add: 
Because of the reduced winding resistance of an AC coil with respect to its 
DC counterpart of the same voltage the power dissipation will be higher 
running an AC coil on DC. Way too high, in fact. You must reduce the 
current or see the coil burn up in time. You have to control the 
temperature rise and limit it to about the same as what the coil sees 
running AC. Aim for a DC power a bit lower than than the AC xapparentx 
power. A series resistor with a parallel closing capacitor is the right 
approach. Either a snubbing network or a flyback squashing diode across the 
coil protects your driving transistor (if that's what you are using) from 
too short dv/dt times that can lead to transistor breakdown. Best use 
paralleled triode connected sweep toobs from that disused CB leenyar to keep 
it legal :-) !

Some time ago, I came across a large number of ex equipment one,two and 
three section bathtub capacitors at the best possible price-free!! :-) 

I needed a three by .05 600 Volt bathtub for my AR88 and found one in the 
junk box with the intention of gutting it and fitting three modern polyester 
caps into the case.Out of curiousity,I pulled out the high voltage megohm 
meter and checked each section of the used bathtub.Suprise,surprise,over 
2000 megohms resistance @ the rated 600volts.Not only on the first 
section,the other two as well!!! Capacitance checks out OK. I found many 
others,2 X.1uF and 3X .22uF etc. and these were also in excellent 
condition.I know the common failure mode is for the seals to shrink and let 
the oil escape (and thereby gumming up large areas of chassis) but have not 
tested non oil leaking caps for electrical leakage.I gutted a 2 X .05 to 
examine the dielectric which was,as expected,paper.

A couple of ya asked about measuring L like a cave-dweller. IE about 
some private exchange between me'n K40ZY. 


I started finding the C that makes resonance w. a variable audio 
oscillator. Inellegant. You can well do without the oscillator. 


Let's start with measuring C w/o an LC-bridge. Known stunt is put 

a pot in series with a cap & sets for equal AC voltage drop across pot & 
C. Then Xc is same as pot setting. Example at 60 hz is 3500 ohms for a 
.75 ufd cap. 


Xsub-C = 1000000 / ( 380 * C ) 


But for L, you have to offset inductor's R. This's easily done by just 
using a biggish nonpolarized cap like 10uf 50V tantalum in 

series with L, the pot, & 60hz AC. An on that, my pick would 

be a 20V bell-ringer since it's load-protected - ie will stand shorts. 


Note for 10hy, the pot will again set about 3500 ohms for 60hz. L you 
get from

It's a mixed bag. Not all bathtub caps are made the same way. Some are 
paper caps in various forms of goo or crud. Not all in oil. Seals are 
sometimes fibrous materials instead of rubber. Your test is good, checking 
for leakage at applied voltage. Either a high voltage megohmeter ("megger") 
or capacitor leakage test on a Sprague Tel-Ohmike is the way to go. Keep in 
mind, leakage increases with temperature and will approximately double for 
every ten or so degrees increase.

My experience has been variable, some have lasted the distance and some 
have leaked (electrically and, in the case of some British caps, 
physically). For years in the 70s I drove around with a WW2 bathtub cap 
discharging into the ignition coil of a V8 4 times for every revolution 
with no trouble at all. 


I did have to rebuild one of the bathtubs in my AR88 - the big one on 
the side of the chassis that handles the audio amplifier IIRC. It came 
up fine but I had to use a lot of heat to open it and I did worry about 
the effect of heat on the bushings. Fortunately all seems well.

My experience has been that any capacitors sealed hermetically, eg, in metal 
cans 

with soldered lids and 'properly' sealed, ceramic bushings/terminations last 
a very 

long time. 


Those with a mica window and a flange seal, or with fibre-insulated 
terminations, or 

with a rim swaged onto plastic-based terminations, lose their electrolyte - 
or at least 

the liquid part of it - and essentially go OC. The Command ones that used 
wax 

around the capacitor[s] seemed to allow air in as the wax expanded and 
contracted 

with temperature - and either went OC or spectacularly BANG, providing a 
Gaussian 

distribution of wax and metallised paper, often prompting correct use of 
four-letter 

words. 


If you know anyone who is wanting some of these 50- or 60-year-old 


capacitors, 

just ask me. Some of them are branded Ducon [the Aussie licensee of 
Dubillier 

Condensor Co] - when that was a brand-name of consequence.

Let's not confooz paper dielectric capacitors with electrolytic capacitors. 
Electrolytic capacitors do wear out and lose their electrolyte. Dr. Ornitz 
has explained that electrolytics absorb moisture through their porous seals 
in order to maintain the water balance their electrolyte's require. But 
it's a losing race as eventually the capacitor deteriorates and dries out, 
going "OC," sooner than later if they live in a dry environment. 
Hermetically sealed electrolytics are a rarity as electrolytics are steam 
generators and can explode. Modern electrolytics are designed to split open 
or break a membrane to outgas safely if overvoltaged or shorted in a power 
circuit. 


Moisture ingress is anathema to paper dielectric capacitors. Dr. Ornitz has 
also explained why paper caps fail. Moisture combines with compounds in the 
paper to generate a destructive process that leads to electrical leakage 
increase which ultimately produces a short circuited capacitor. Plastic 
dielectric capacitors are free of that failure mechanism but can be 
negatively affected by high ambient moisture levels.
